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CHARLES MARTIN LOEFFLER 


BY RUTH 
Part 1. 
D uring th® paBt month the a t­ 
tention of musical circle® and the 
American press has been center­ 
ed, to a considerable extent, upon 
one of th e most distinctive among 
contem porary American 
compos­ 
ers — Charles Martin 
Loeffler, 
.whose eeventieth 
birthday 
was 
'celebrated on January 30, 
with 
widespread recognition. 
Throughout February 
foremost 
eastern orchestral ensembles, in­ 
cluding the symphony orchestras 
of New York, Boston and Cleve 
land 
commemorated 
this 
natal 
event by presenting 
various of 
Loeffler’s 
more important works 
on their concert programs. 
V arious critics and musical pub­ 
lications 
have likewise 
recently 
devoted considerable attention 
to 
the accomplishments of this man, 
whom Boston has been proud to 
claim ae her own son for 
the 
past half century, and who is to­ 
day term ed by prominent musical 
authorities “A composer of uniq ue 
gifts and tendencies.” 
However, Charles Loeffler is not 
American born. His birth in Mul- 
haueen. Alsatia, on January 
SO, 
1881, w as followed by a childhood 
In which change and variety play­ 
ed vivid part. Taken by his par- 
• ents to Russia and Hungary, he 
became early acq uainted w ith the 
native folk-songs of these coun­ 
tries, receiving Impressions 
th at 
were later to Influence him deep­ 
ly. 
A t Id, Loeffler was in Sw itzer­ 
land, now engrossed in the m usi­ 
cal study th at wa® to 
make of 
him a 
violinist 
of 
exceptional 
ability. A little later he was sent 
to P aris to continue his musical 
education, this time studying vio­ 
lin w ith M assart and Leonard and 
composition with Guirand. 
Then came a period of inten- 
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sive training 
in Berlin 
where 
Loeffler’s talents as 
a 
violinist 
were polished under the personal 
tuition 
of 
the 
famous 
Joachim 
and his education in the princi­ 
ples of composition was continued 
under competent German masters 
While still in his teens, Loeffler 
received his first orchestra exper­ 
ience, in Paris, where he played 
violin In 
Pasdeloup's 
orchestra 
which he later left to join a pri­ 
vate orchestra of Prince Dervier's 
stationed in Nice and Lugano. 
This Continental adventure was 
of brief duration. Again change 
brought to Loeffler new 
exper­ 
ience. At 20 he came to America, 
and 
during 1881 
played 
In the 
New 
York 
Philharm onic 
under 
Theodore Thomas 
and 
Leopold 
Damrosch, 
going to 
Boston 
the 
following year. 
Loeffler was not long in find 
lng a place for himself among the 
first violins of the Boston Sym­ 
phony orchestra, and accordingly, 
from 1883 to 1903, throughout 
a 
period of 20 years, he remained in 
Boston, sharing the desk of first 
violin with Franz Kneisel, concert 
m aster of the fam ous old 
New 
England 
symphonic 
organization. 
Loeffler’s ability as a violinist 
of 
talent was q uickly apparent, 
and during this busy period 
of 
activity, he made annual solo ap­ 
pearances in connection with 
the 
Boston orchestra. 
Toward the vnd of thia score of 
years in the role of a violinist, 
Loeffler devoted more and more 
of hie spare tim e to composition. 
At length he determined to for­ 
sake public life for a more seclud­ 
ed existence, in which he might 
devote himself wholly 
to 
such 
creative endeavor, 
which 
lured 
him with ever-increasing power.

Charles W. Eliot by Henry James, 
published by Houghton Mifflin Co. 
For the most part this is a won­ 
derful age in which to live. 
Such 
interesting things fill our days brim 
full—business, and household arts, 
and sport, and the radio, and books. 
But there do come times when one 
wishes th at he were actually snow­ 
bound for a week, with the radio 
impossible because of static, and 
nohting on earth to do but read. 
Such a longing is apt to come while 
reading 
these 
two 
volumes 
on 
Charles W. Eliot. 
Of course, the 
only practical thing to do is to buy 
the volumes so that one could pe­ 
ruse them at leisure. But the diffi­ 
culty is th at books which a library 
deadline doesn't force us to finish 
are often neglected. 
The Inspiration for the foregoing 
is that "Charles W. Eliot” is the 
most interesting and worthwhile 
reading m aterial which has come 
to my attention for some time, and 
one of the rare books which makes 
me bemoan my habits of fast read 
ing and the necessity for q uantity 
consumption. 
Dozens *of little pa 
pers Inserted between the pages 
suggest points for emphasis, but far 
too many for this column. 
Large 
print 
decreases 
the 
formidable 
length of the book. 
It is easy to 
read. 
And it is ably written. 
The 
personal Is interspersed with the 
drier m aterial so as to hold one's 
attention and keep one from ''skip­ 
ping.” 
Probably the second half of the 
second volume is the part which 
will prove the most attractive, for 
there bulk the Ideas of President 
Eliot. 
Harvard la still mentioned 
freq uently, of course, but to q uote 
from the book: "Eliot as an object 
of scrutiny must appear more and 
more self-sustaining and as de­ 
tachable from its affairs. The rapid 
march into unexplored territory— 
for that was the essence of tho 
first twenty-five years of his H ar­ 
vard presidency—go longer imposes 
on us the sense of its movement. 
The figure we have been watching 
has attained a position on an emi­ 
nence: there it becomes stationary; 
and, a t the same time, Its stature 
seems to grow and it becomes more 
commanding.” 
There is great variety to the m at­ 
ter in tills latter section in which 
one cherishes President Eliot’s opin­ 
ion. 
One letter is on the rearing 
of children. 
“I am inclined to think that when 
children ar© of an age to learn 
about evil and wrong-doing they 
should bo made acq uainted with 
real evils and ains rather than with 
imaginary. 
When we look back 
on beliefs of past generations from 
the vantage ground of modern sci­ 
ence do we not see clearly that the 
happiness of the human race has 
been seriously diminished by be­ 
lief in purely Imaginary evils like 
imps, demons, the evil eye, hell fire 
and the undying worm?” 
Happy 
is the adult who has not tucked 
away in memory recollections of be­ 
ing terrified by the unknown sins 
of which the preacher used to rave 
for a long hour. Many an innocent 
child has been convinced of being 
an abject sinner without any real 
kowiedge of sin. 
One of the most interesting of the 
letters is to Charles Francis Adams, 
with whom President Eliot differed 
on the policy of admittance to H ar­ 
vard. 
"I care for the young men,” 
wrote President Eliot, "whose fam ­ 
ilies have so little money th at it 
would make a real difference to 
them w hether the Harvard tuition 
fee were $ 150 or $225.” 
Spaoe doesn’t permit going In 
her© to all the Interesting m atters 
treated in this book. There is ath­ 
letics, the flve-foot shelf of books, 
his tolerance, hie dignity, and the 
trials of his early years In Harvard. 
For when he took office there he 
wa# confronted by opposition—a 
part of the same so-called contro­ 
versy between the scientific educa­ 
tion and the classical education. 
Intellectual circles In the second 
half of the nineteenth century were 
seething with it, and the young who 
had apparent leanings toward sci­ 
ence were feared by the classicists. 
In reading these volumes, one’s 
mind is haunted, if one recalls tho 
incident, th at the death of Rudolph 
Valentine, which occurred at the 
time that Charles W. Eliot passed 
on, crowded the latter event from 
the front page, into very small 
spacey alm ost buried In some pa­ 
pers. 
One is haunted 
with 
th© 
memory, 
but 
as 
one 
continues, 
something of Eliot's faith In and 
hope for th© future settles upon 
one. 
President Eliot’s work and 
opinion are timeless. 
Grand Hotsl by Vicki Baum, pub­ 
lished by Dnubleday, Doran & Co. 
The title, far more than the sub­ 
ject m atter, suggests the compari­ 
son of “Grand Hotel" with Arnold 
Benett’s "Imperial Palace.” 
There 
is more contrast than similarity in 
the two books. 
“Imperial Palace” 
is about the operation of a great 
hotel in London. The personalities 
of the story are incidental, the big­ 
gest thing in the lives of most of 
them Is the hotel. 
But In "Grand 
Hotel,” in the space of two days. 
we delve into the crises of several 
lives. 
They all happened to be 
staying at the Grand Hotel In B er­ 
lin. 
There is the dancer, dainty, beau­ 
tiful, internationally famous, who 
has charmed kings and dukes. She 
has become old and the bitter hour 
when she m ust face it has come to 
her. But during all her life she has 
never known the sweetness of the 
love which comes to her in her 
hour of bitterness. Then there is a 
crook. 
A man who fails to see the 
pangs which his anti-social acts 
have brought, until one night in 
that hotel. 
Also there is Kringe- 
leln. 
It is in Kringelein that the 
genius of the author rises to its 
greatest height in this book. Krin- 
geleln Is a little bookkeeper. 
His 
pathos grips the heart. 
He 
has 
been told by his doctor that he has 
not long to live. 
He 
writes a 
friend: "It is not very nice to go j 
to one’s grave at forty-six 
without I 
laving lived a t all and only been | 
harassed and starved and bullied,” 


Then there is PreyslJng, the direc 
tor of the Saxonia Cotton company 
where Kringelein had worked. 
He 
is a hypocrite; a 
man 
without 
moral .stamina or mental calibre. 
Because he is insensitive and bru­ 
tal, he has lorded it over those who 
ar© finer than he. 
A crisis comes 
in his life, too. 
Those who respond to the pathos 
of people, of their situations, of 
their 
tragedies, 
their 
triumphs, 
their little bluffs, and their strug­ 
gles, should read “Grand Hotel.” 
If one loves people, and one doesn't 
love them unless/ one accepts them 
as they are, with goodness and self­ 
ishness and struggle and work and 
defeat all mixed up together, one 
becomes very enthusiastic about 
“Grand Hotel.” 
“Grand Hotel” has been dram a­ 
tized in New York. 
It is reported 
to be very successful. 
But 
the 
dram a places a limitation on the de­ 
lineation of character which a book 
does not. 
There are many little 
scenes which cannot possibly be put 
into the drama, for because of the 
time element only the high places 
can be Included. 
Outpost of Arden by Diana P at­ 
rick, published by E. 
P. 
Dutton 
& Co. 
“Outpost of Arden” is really a 
delightful book. 
One does wonder, 
though, where authors 
are 
pre­ 
dominately militaristic, or pacifists. 
They have so many reasons to be 
grateful for wars that one would 
expect, if the human mind were 
perfectly logical, th at they would 
be militarists. 
In this book two 
wars, the Boer war and the Great 
war, act upon the characters. 
The book is delightful, neverthe­ 
less, and the wars did do all sorts 
of things to character and there­ 
fore authors have a perfect right 
to use it generously. 
The setting 
for "Outpost of Arden” Is in the 
Costwold country in England, the 
country of Shakespeare's boyhood. 
And the people love their country, 
for they live there 
from 
choice. 
There Is the great entailed estate, 
Checyl Court, the kind we Uke to 
rem! about, which masses beauty, 
and there are the little villages. 
There is a procession of characters, 
some of them charming and sensi­ 
tive arui lovely; some of them self­ 
ish and snobbish and diabolical. It 
is a portrayal of the inexorable code 
of the aristocracy of England as 
applied to the marriage of its sons. 
Two scions of the family which has 
lived in Checyl Court for hundreds 
of years, which can trace its line­ 
age for many years back, desire 
marriage with girls whom the head 
of the household. Sir Philip Checyl. 
regards aa unsuitable. 
Research 
into family records brings about a 
change in his viewpoint in one 
case while there Is still time to con­ 
summate the marriage, but not so 
in the other case. 
The parts of the book touching on 
th© war are so excellent, they seem 
to be so true a picture of a sensi­ 
tive young man's reaction to the 
horrors, that ono wonders that a 
woman could do so well, for unless 
sh© is discerning and thoughtful 
she Is inclined to the old theory that 
all men glory In the opportunity to 
bo mutilated for honor and glory. 
The dedication, however, Is to Rob­ 
ert Graves, “in admiration of his* 
book, ‘Good-bye to All T hat’ and 
in grateful acknowledgment of the 


help it has been to me in writing 
the parts of this story which touch 
upon the war.” 
There is much beauty in the book, 
and enough harshness and brutality 
to lend it the air of verisimilitude 
which a book which purports to be 
about living people must have.

Russia’s Unique Effort to Get Along 
Without Home Cooking Like Mothers

N Soviet Russia “ kitchen factories” — that is, kitch­ 
ens run on a factory scale— are expected within five 
years to render home cooking obsolete. 
They will 
at least destroy the power of the notorious "primus,” 
the one-burner oil stove which has furnished mate­ 
rial for unending ridicule on the part of Soviet and foreign 
critics. 
. 
. 
. 
. 
To American housewives with their roomy, modern 
kitchens, socialized cooking may not seem very desirable, 
although American families “ eat out” much more than 
formerly. 
But in Russia's crowded cities, whole families live in 
one or two rooms where they prepare their meals, or sev­ 
eral families use one community kitchen. 
If a dozen fam­ 
ilies occupy one flat, then a dozen one-burner kerosene 
•loves stand on the rarely-used brick oven in the com­ 
munity kitchen. 
Housewives and maids prepare the fam­ 
ily meals while the vicious little stoves sputter and smoke; 
if it is a more modem kitchen, they stand in line wait! 
for places on the four-burner gas range. 
Perhaps each 
foe women has already stood in other long lines for hours 
that day in order to buy the products necessary for tile 
meal. 
Life in Moscow is just one line— or queue— after an­ 
other— queues to board a street car, and to buy galoshes, 
butter and vodka, and queues at the registry office to get 
married and divorced. 
I have noticed that a contented 
expression settles down on the face of a Muscovite when 
he takes his place in line, as if to say: 
"Well, here I am, 
waiting along with the rest; I don’t need to worry— my 
turn will come some time!” 
N 


O T H IN G will have a more practical effect in dis­ 
solving queues than public dining rooms, since they 
will eliminate the necessity of individual marketing. 
The makeshift of communal life to be found in the 
usual community kitchen has been created not so much as 
a matter of principle as by die lack of housing space and 
equipment; there is the same grim necessity, perhaps, be­ 
hind the avowed principle of sex equality and economic 
independence for women. 
Women are needed to help carry out the rapid indus­ 
trialization of the country, and leaders say that women 
cannot do justice to their "social work” if they have the 
double burden at home. 
Hence the government has from

factory. 
The People’s Commissariat of Food, known cryptically 
•I “ Narpeet," has an important role to play in the execu­ 
tion of the stupendous Five-Year Plan by which the Soviet 
government hopes to industrialize Russia by 1934. 
“ Nar­ 
peet” has for this purpose a budget of one billion 7 00 
million roubles— almost a billion dollars. 
At the end of 
foe five-year period, “ Narpeet” is pledged to feed daily 
7 5 per cent of foe workers and 5 0 per cent of their fam­ 
ilies in public eating places, preparing a total of fifty mil­ 
lion meals rn day! 
These ambitious builders of a new society admit that 
foe greatest drawback to foe carrying out of their program, 
next to foe shortage of food, is the shortage of trained 
have only 6 000 at present. 
But schools have 
been opened to train "culinary engineers.”

IR E C T O R S of kitchen factories are the in­ 
structors. 
The sum allotted to the training 
of cooks is quoted at 20,000,000 roubles, 
and already more than 20,000 persons are enrolled 
in the schools of “ Narpeet.” 
“ In order to prepare good soup for our dining 
rooms,” declared one instructor, “ it is necessaiy to 
be active in our social life. 
A cook who is indiffer­ 
ent to our construction program can never feed the 
workers well.” 
So now everywhere are labor union schools for 
training cooks, all no doubt first examined for their 
“ political reliability,” and their sympathy for and 
participation in the new life. 
Today, giant kitchen 
factories are springing up all over foe vast Soviet 
land. 
In far-away mountain villages, in the agricul­ 
tural collectives, and in every city— in Odessa, in 
Kiev, in Nizhni Novgorod on the Volga, in Novo 
Sibirsk, capital of Siberia; and in Minsk a factory 
producing 24,000 meals a day. 
Perhaps in foe new scientific kitchens men and 
women will take pride in being cooks, a profession 
regarded as somewhat menial, slavish and poorly 
paid. 
I recall that in our industrial colony Kuzbas 
in Siberia, our most difficult labor problem was 
providing cooks for the community kitchen; one 
after another they would desert the kitchen and go 
to work in the mines, preferring to dig coal rather than 
drudge in the kitchen. 
In “ Crime and Punishment" Dostoevsky quotes one of 
his characters as advancing a clever argument in a debate 
on Socialism. 
“ Well, all right, everything will be lovely, 
every man will be lifted to the level of a half god— never­ 
theless, who will clean foe outhouses?” 
And the Russian 
Socialist of that day replied unconvincingly: 
" I ’ll do it, 
even if I am of noble birth!"

“ But a child earing in 
a group is less likely to rebel against the food placed be­ 
fore him; he sees the others eating and, *“ *— J 
parents to encourage his caprice*, and 
things to conform, he also eats."

Shooting gam es teach a boy to 
tak e good aim and to hit his m ark . 
The w eapon m ay but a slingshot 
and the m ark a k not in a board 
fence, but the idea is the sam e. 
H it the m ark . 
K nots in fences do not satisfy the 
m ark sm an for m any days. He soon 
strolls about w ith w ary step and 
sharpened eye to catch a glim pse of 
a cat or a squirrel, or ev en a high 
ha t It is not long before his sta lk ­ 
ing is rew arded and his slingshot 
gets into action. 
Of course, a fte r the slingshot has 
becom e too easy he w ants a gun. 
H e can shoot m uch better w ith a 
gun. 
Ask him w hat it is he w ants 
to shoot and he says. “O bears, 
w ildcats, 
any 
w ild anim al 
tha t 
comes along." 
Do we w ant boys 
to grow up shooting any wild ani­ 
m al that comes along? I think not. 
T his sort of thing is good for 
neither the boy nor the wild a ni­ 
m als. B ut it is the boy tha t we are 
concerned about. 
Shooting to the 
m ark , shooting to k ill, for tha t in 
the last stand is w hat one shoots 
for, is a bad idea to set work ing In 
any boy’s mind. 
It is not funny to see*a child of 
four stride up to a stranger who 
is w alk ing along the park w ay, snap 
a toy pistol in his face and say, 
"H ands up." 
T hat is a dangerous 
gam e for a child to play. 
E v ery 
experience leav es its trace on the 
mind of a child and this one is no 
exception. Surely we do not w ant 
little boys to learn the technique of 
the hold-up. 


G am es are educational. Th© play­ 
ground is as v aluable in education 
a s the classroom . A s a child plays, 
so he will w ork w hen he reaches 
w ork ing age. 
A s he look s a t his 
play so he w ill look a t his life work 
in spirit and in action. If he cheats 
in his gam es, tak es m ean ad v ant­ 
age, he is coloring his character 
w ith 
qualities 
of 
dishonor 
and 
cheapness. 
If he plays fair, if he 
fights w ithin the rules, if he trea ts 
his opponents 
w ith 
ju stice and 
grace, he is coloring his character 
w ith the qualities tha t m ak e for all 
tha t is fine in m anhood and w o­ 
m anhood the w hole w orld ov er. 
I can understand tha t the use of 
a gun should be ta u ght to those 
w hose tastes, w hose trend s require 
tha t training. 
B ut tha t group nev 
e r includes 
children, 
particularly 
children of tend er years. 
Boys and 
girls in high school, college men, 
can be trained to use a gun safely 
and wisely, as fa r as such use can 
ev er be wise or safe. 
B ut a s a 
gam e for children shooting is out. 
Sling shots, toy pistols, bow s and 
arrow s are not safe for little chil­ 
dren. 
And they teach an idea that 
m ost of us a re against w ith all our 
he a rts and w ith all our m inds. 
W e 
still respect the v ole# tha t com ­ 
m ands, Thou shalt not k ilL
